Buying Home Sites 


Edmonton taxpayers set another all- 
time record by turning in more tax-money 
at the city hall during the first three 
months of this year than had been collect- 
ed in any parallel period. The total ran to 
more than $1,967,000, including prepay- 
ments of current year taxes, payments on 
arrears, and proceeds from the sale of tax- 
forfeited property. 

The latter item netted over $150,000 
more than during the first three months 
of 1944, and the figures for March, well 
over those of a year ago, also established 
an all-time high.

Realities, Please 


Under fire of protests at Washington, 
President Roosevelt has decided that he 
will not press the claim that the United 
States should have three votes in the ag- 
sembly of the projected world security or- 
ganization, but will support Russia's claim 
to that number. 

It is rather difficult to see on what 
practical grounds objection coyld be taken 
te either or both these countries having 
the extra voting power. Such objections, 
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so far as known, have in fact been raised 
almost exclusively in the United States, 
and they se¢m to be based on the theory 
that each country, however large or small, 
should have one vote and one vote only. 
Advanced by citizens of one of the major 
countries, that view is undoubtedly gen- 
erous toward the smaller stetes. But the 
job to be done at San Francisco is to build 
an organization that can and will preserve 
world peace, not netessarily to clothe small 
nations with as much power as larger ones 
in the direction of the organization. 

Because it consists of a group of states, 
instead of being welded into one, the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth will certainly claim 
title to five if not six votes in the assembly. 
To limit Russia and the United States to 
one vote each would be inconsistent, in ef- 
fect and implications if not in theory. That 
would be still more inconsistent if votes 
are to be given to countries which have not 
contributed a man nor spent a dollar to 
save their own liberty and to make it 
possible that a world security organization 

should be created. 

Abstract conceptions, however beauti- 
ful and however generous, are not good 
enough on which to stake the lives of the 
next generation. Only an organization 
framed in clear-eyed regard for realities is 
good enough to be entrusted with the fate 
. of the world. But for the British Common- 

wealth, Russia and the United States— 
that is the order in which they entered the 
war—every country that will send dele- 
gates to San Francisco would now be tak- 
ing orders from Hitler or Hirohito. And 
these three, together with resurrected 
France and China, will have to save the 
world from another and worse carnage if 
it is to be saved at all. The smaller coun- 
tries couldn't do it. The neutrals have not 
shown that they would even try. 

It will be rather strange, when the con- 
ference opens, if it is not found that the 
lesser nations are quite willing to concede 
to Russia and the United States a voting 
Strength greater than their own and more 
in keeping with that which the British 
group of states will assuredly demand.

The Task of Keeping the Peace 


By GRANT DEXTER 
It is possible to argue that the 
Security Council proposed in the 
Dumbarton Oaks charter will play 


only a minor role in maintaining 
peace. This point of view was cov- 
ered in the preceding articles. 

In the long view, however, there 
is no question of the importance of 
the Council, and therefore its con- 
stitution and methods of procedure 
are of the greatest interest. The 
responsibilities of the Council cor- 
respond to those placed on the 
League by the Covenant—to keep 
the peace of the world. Its mem- 
bership will comprise the five 
Great Powers and six non-perma- 
nent members to be elected by the 
Assembly. The Lengue Council 
was very similar in composition. 

The Council is to act on behalf 
of all the members of the assembly 
in maintaining peace. All members 
of the organization are to agree 
to carry out the instructions of the 
Council in this regard 

The Council is to function con- 
tinuously and is to be constantly 
assisted by a military staff com- 
mittee consisting of the chiefs of 
staff ‘or their representatives) of 
the five great powers. The Council 
is “empowered to investigate any 
dispute or any situation which may 
lead to international friction or give 
rise to a dispute, in order to de- 
termine whether its continuance is 
likely to endanger the maintenance 
of international peace and secur- 
ity.” It is also empowered to take 
‘action, if such is deemed necessary 
Force for this purpose is to be 
provided by members of the organ- 
ization (as distinct from the Coun- 
cil) under treaties or agreements to 
be entered into between each other 
The constitution of the Council 
of course, provides for arbitration 
reference to the world court, nego- 
tiation and all other peaceful ways 
of resolving disputes. In the back- 
ground, however, is force

There are many important dif 
ferences between the new charter 
and the old Covenant. The charter 
does not guarantee the territorial! 
integrity of all members as did the 
Covenant. Nor does it contain a 
clear definition of aggression 
There is no recognition that a na- 


tion may legally go to war, as in 
Article 15 of the Covenant. There 
is no Geclaration of principle such 
as was set down in Article 16 of the 
Covenant 

“Should any member of the 
League resort to war in disregard 
of its covenants . . . it shall ipso 
facts be deemed to have committed 
an act of war against all members 
of the League .. .” etc., etc. 

The proposed Security Council 
is given a free hand in maintaining 
peace. It can declarc “any dispute” 
or “any situation” perilous, launch 
an investigation, or it could ignore 
an actual outbreak of war. It is 
bound by no rules. 

Controversy has centred upon 
the voting powers in the Council 
No agreement, here, was reached 
at Dumbarton Oaks. It is evident 
that Russia desired a council re- 
stricted to the Great Powers alone.

Saskatchewan, is whether a rabbit 
will fall tail over applecart when 
he starts running downgrade 


Everyone knows that a rabbit's hind 
legs are longer than his front legs 
The trouble with the question is 
that there are not many hills in the 
jack-rabbit country, and no genuine 
scientific research has ever been 
done into a rabbit's habits in 
strange, hil) country 

What is needed is for some civic 
spirited citizeng to take a few long- 
legged rabbits off the prairies and 
jie them out up in the foothills of 


the Hocky Mountains of Alberta. 


Such evidence that is available in 
Washington, one must admit, is 
very weak.

The year 1945 sees Indian divis- 
ions playing a conspicuous part 
the Italian fighting as impor- 
tant elements in both the Ameri- 
can Fifth Army and the British 
Eighth Army 

Thousands of Indian prisoners of 
war kept in a German camp in 
France escaped during an Allied 
air raid, killed their guards and 
are now back in the fighting in 


Germany

Many in America knew of the 
existence of a separate Indian 
Navy only in July, 1943, when news 
despatches reported ships of the 
Royal Indian Navy forming part 
of the naval screen which protect- 
ed the landings of American and 
British troops in Sicily 

Inaugurated in 1934, the Royal 
Indian Navy is now twenty times 
its strength at the «utbreak of 
war. It is manned by thousands 
of volunteers from every part of 
the country, men of many re- 
ligions and castes, who live and 
work and fight together, forget- 
ful of many religious prejudices. 

The Indian Navy played a dis- 
tinguished part in the 1941 opera- 
tions against the Italian Empire 
in Africa. They sai! on offensive 
patrols against the Burmese coast 
and participate in amphibious 
operations 
| In 1942, H.M.LS. Bengal won 
| world attention by heroically en- 
gaging two Japanese raiders, each 
over 10 times her size. The Dutch 
(tanker, Ondina, which she was 
then escorting, assisted her gal- 
lantly and as a result of this en- 
gagement, one Japanese merchant 
cruiser was sunk, the other made 
off and the Bengal and Ondina 
reached port safely 

Most of the work of the Royal 
Indian Navy, however, consists of 
coastal patrol and convoy duty, 
During the 12 months ending March 
31, 1944, ships of the R.I.N. steamed 
over 1,750,000 miles in escorting 
convoys, minesweeping, and anti- 
|submarine patrols. Ships flying 
many flags of the United Nations 
are safely convoyed into and out 
of the Indian Ocean by the Indian 
Navy. 

* * * 

Only 11 years old on April 1, 
1944, the Indian Air Force has con- 
tinued to expand by leaps and 
bounds. Since September, 1942, the 
monthly intake of volunteers has 
| been more than 12 times the pre- 
;}vious average: a noteworthy fact 
because the Indian Air Force insists 
on high educational qualifications 
All members of the Indian Air 
| Force from wing commanders 
downwards are Indian and they 
have given an excellent account of 
themselves in } ombing, fighting and 
reconnaissance work. Several of 
the officers saw periods of service 
with the Royal Air Force and it is 
interesting to note that some of the 
heaviest 1942 - 43 raids by the 
R.A.F. on Germany were led by 
Indian officers 
Over half the dive bombers used 
in the Manipur fighting in '43-'44 
with such striking effect on Japan- 
ese forces, was Indian 
In India, as in other countries, 
the Air Force attracts some of the 
finest young men and that young 
Indians 1iiade as good airmen as the 
youth of any cther nation has been 
well established by the record. 
Squadrons of the LA.F. fly con- 
stantly over Burma on reconnais- 
sance and bombing missicns. They 
play an important part in amphibi- 
ous operations in Southeast Asia 

* * 

Women's volunteer services in 
India are now over 10,000 strong. 
Indian and British women in India 
co-operate to 
more fighting men for the fronts. 
They also do vital work in the 
Red Cross and ambulance services 
and in welfare organizations for the 
fighting forces 

Since January, 1945, the Indian 
W.A.C.s have their own staff college 
at Quetta in Northwestern India: 
a college to train officers for the 
womens services 

Over one-quarter of the British 
Merchant Marine is manned by 
Indian sailors. In 1944 they number- 
ed nearly 60,000: men from villages 
of Bengal, Assam, Bombay and 
other provinces who have volun- 
teered to sail the seven seas despite 
all the hazards of war. They have 
never flinched from bombs and 
submarines and their patient hero-

Once Again 
Top Coach —

TORONTO, April 5.—(CP) 
—The Montreal Canadiens to- 
day climaxed a season in 
which they won their second 
successive National Hockey 
League title and shattered 
several leacue scoring records 
by taking seven of the 14 posi- 
tions on the 15th annual all- 
star team chosen for The 
Canadian Press by hockey 
writers in NHL cities. 

Domination by Canadians of 
the mythical squad was the most 
complete by a single team since 
all-star selections began in 1931. 
They took six of the seven posi- 
tions on the first team and placed 
one man on the second. The only 
player to crash the Montreal! first- 
team barrier was defenceman 
Bill (Flash) Hollett of Detroit 
Red Wings. Two second team 
positions were filled by Red 
Wings, two by Chicago Black 
Hawks and one each by Boston 
Bruins and Toronto Maple Leafs. 
Twenty-eight hockey writers par- 
ticipated in the vote which was 
“weighted” to give equal voting 
strength to each NHL city

New hours of work and annual 
holiday regulations affecting coal 
miners have been drafted by the 
Provincial board of industrial re- 
lations, it was announced in the 
fegislature Wednesday by Hon. 
C. E. Gerhart, minister of trade 
and industry.

Discussion on the regulations 
arose Wednesday while the 
Legislature was in committee of 
the whole, studying provisions of 
the new Coal Mines Regulation 
Act. Hon, N. E. Tanner, minister 
of lands and mines, who was 
piloting the bill through com- 
mittee, requested that original 
provisions of the act as to eight- 
hour working periods be restored. 
The act was amended last week 
at the request of Gordon E. Taylor 
(SC-Drumheller), terms of the! 
amendment ordering an eight-hour 
day for those working above ground 
at mines, 


ALREADY COVERED 
Mr. Tanner, requesting the Taylor 
amendment be cancelled and or- 
iginal terms of the bill be restored, 
said hours of work above ground 
were covered in the new industrial 
relations board regulations.

‘Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

There are many reasons why 
babies vomit. The significant is 
when the baby, fed to repletion 
and beyond, returns some of the 
milk which his over-full stomach 
will not hold. This is termed 
regurgitation rather than vomit- 
ing and merely indicates that less 
milk would make baby more 
comfortable 

The baby may vomit because the 
formula or breat-milk is too rich 
and the feedings too close to- 
gether. Fat stays in the stomach 
the longest of all the food ele- 
ments and, unless the feedings are 
at least four hours apart, to add 
a new feeding to the remains of 
the last one may lead to some 
vomiting. Formulas that for any 
reason, whatever, are indigestible 


|} to the baby may result in vomiting, 


often a long time after a feeding. 
When the baby works very hard 
to get milk from a waning breast 


supply and, in so doing, swallows 
considerable quantities of air, 
vomiting is not an unusual after- 


math, Babies have been known to 
nurse greedily for half an hour, 
vomit immediately 
| upon being weighed they have 
| shown little or no change in weight, 
indicating that they have swallow- 
ed considerably more air than food 

If the baby is moved violently 
or put upon his stomach shortly 
after a feeding the pressure may 
cause him to spit up 

Real vomiting, which comes 

from a poorly selected formula is 
more apt to take place some time 
after a feeding. The baby’s stom- 
ach juices may do their best to 
reduce the food to a fluid and 
when they fail the stomach re- 
jects the large chunks of curd 
which are not digested. 

It is easily possible for there to 
be nothing at all indigestible about 
the formula and yet the baby may 
vomit it after every meal, sending 
it back with force. This results be- 
cause of some physica! obstruction 
er constriction in the muscular 
gateway leading from the stomach 
to the smali intestine. Such a con- 
dition must be remedied not only 
by particular types of formula but 
by medicines and in extremely 
serious cases by an operation, It 
is well for mother to have 
medical advice when her baby is
